tures, and a large circle of customers tostify
to the general esatisfaction of the work. The
pew bublling at Twelfth snd Brown #Arecis is
very extensive, #nd ‘it is belog rapidly com-
pleted. Tt* wifl probably be ready for occupa-
tion inthe course of twe or three weeks' time,
The main bulding on Twelith street Is five
stories in  ‘height, sand has three fronts,
goe  On Brown, one on T walith,
and one on Glivastreel, o that in ¢case of fire or
other calanyly —of which however, taere is little
donger ‘om accouni of other precautions —the
most ready access mny be had by fire companies
or other mzans of reliol. The main bullding on
theee three streats 13 of quite large dimensions,
but, beside this, there is an offset on Ollve street
two stofies in beight, which reaches back for
quite n distance, and makes the front on that
streetl about twice the lengih of the correspond-
jng one on Brown streel. The workmanship ia
of the most subsiantial and superior description
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throughout, amd when completwed the editice |

will not only B¢ a fine-looking manufactory, hut
it will compare [lavorably In appeéarance with
any in the clity, and will be a eredit,
lace of a neisance, to the section in which it is
iocated. Thke whole of the exterioron all the
ironts ia of [Elrossed briek, the general appear-
ance of whkich is neat and pleasing. The win

dows, of ‘which there is a large number, are of o
peculiar corstruction. They are curved at the
top, and the glasses are mounted In east-iron
frames, These frames are not hung like the
common window sash, with weights and pulleys,
g0 a8 to ke movable koth up and down, but the
majority of the glasses are statlovary, the mid-
dle perpendicular row only being made to re-
volve on its perpemdicular axis, for the purpose
of ventilation.

OWSs:—

Spaniards!— ATy long raign has seep many €ad and
trouhbled periods—sad above all for me, because the
*mry of certain facts and the progress realized while

raled the destiny of our dear countiry cannot make
me forget that, loving peace and the lncrease of the
pat lic good, Iever saw deepest and most cherished
ieelings, my noblest aspirations, and my most
earnest wishes for the prosperity of spain thwarted
by ncts independent of my will, As a child thousands
0" heroes praciaimed my name, but the heroes of war
surrounded my cradle, Asagiel I had no thoaght
lat  to secoud proposals  which appeared
good and calcnlated to sacure your happliess, bul
ine Deated strife of partles allowed no time for the
law aad for the love of prudent reforms to take root,
At an age when reason |8 forfeited by experiencs,
the upgovernable passions of men whom I wonld not
oppose at the cost of your blood—more precious
to me than my own—have driver me to a forelgn
country, far from the throne of my ancestors, to
thie friendly, hospitable, and Hlnstrious land, but
whieh i# not my own coantry, nor tkat of my ¢hil-
dien. Sach, in brief, {8 the political history of
thirty-five years, in  which have exerclsed
the supréeme representative power of Lhe
people committed to my charge by God's iaw, by
personal rignt, and by pational right, Hetfecting
apon this period, 1 cannot accuse mysell of contribu-
iing with deliberate Intention elther to the avils lald
10 my charge or to misfortunes which I wae power-
less to avert, A constitutional Qucen, 1 have sin-
cerely respected the laws, A Spanish woman hefora
all, and a m'lny. mother, Spain’s sons are all equally
desr to me. The misfortunes which I could not
yrevent were mitigated by me a8 far as possibie,
Nothing was more grateful to my heart than to par-
don and reward, and I omitted nothing to prevent
my subjects’ tears from fowing in my cause. With
desires and feelings that have nevertheless
hicen vain to spare me, In my country or away from
i, theé bitter trials amicting my life, resigned to
sutfer them, and accepting the desigus of Divine
Providence, I belleve I can yet freely and sponta-
neonsly perform this last of my acts, all of which,
without exception, have sought to promote your
progperity and to gecure your tranquillity, Twenty
months have passed since I set foot upon foreigo
soll, apprehensive of {lls which, in thelr blindpess,
tepacious supporters of fillegitimate asplrations,
who have been condemned by the laws of the King-
dom, by the vote of mang assemblics, by the mght
of victory, and by the declarations of the
government of civilized Barope, do not hesi-
tate to endeavor to reproduce. In these
twenty months my afflicted soul has never ceased
to hear the sulfering cry which arlses from my never-
forgotten Spain. Iull of faith o its future, solici-
tous for its greatness, !ntegrity, and independence,
grateful for the support of those who were and are
attached}to me,forgetting the aifronts of those who do
not know me or insult me, for myself 1 ask nothing
but 1 would obey the impulse of my heart and the
loyal sentiment of the Spaniards by confiding to
their honor and nohle fealing tha destiny of a trad:.-
tional dynasty and the belr of a handred Klogs.
